5. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
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The Examiner's Amendment set forth supra, in conjunction with Applicant's amendment filed 
08/23/04 and declaration filed under 37 CFR1. 132 by Dr. Fibach , stating that addition of a 
transition metal chelator, such as TEPA to undifferentiated hematopoietic cell surprisingly 
resulted in prolong active proliferation and five fold increasing in clonogenic cell expansion 
have obviated the previous rejection of record mailed on 02/23/04. 



6. The prior art does not teach or suggest an expanded hematopoietic cell population as recited 
in claims 1-5, 7-8, 18-23, 52-54 and 63-64.
